“INCREASE THE EFFICIENCY OF 
THE TRUCKING INDUSTRY” 


Modern business dictates the policy of the association of individuals 


for the protection and improvement of the industry in which they are 


engaged. 


For three years this association has negotiated wage scale agreements 
with the union, securing concessions in one year and without change of con- 


ditions in two, This year, working with other local interests, an agreement 


has just been concluded with union representatives conceding an increased 
wage of Five Dollars a week to teamsters and chauffeurs, as against a 
demand, made by the union, for the equivalent of Twelve Dollars a Week. 


This increased wage was conceded after lengthy negotiations and as 


an alternative to the interruption of all trucking business in this city, which 
it was deemed best to avoid. 


During these three years this association has worked in co-operation 


with city departments, railroads and with steamship companies to improve 
traffic conditions and methods of handling merchandise. 


It has worked for the elimination of truck thefts, the prosecution of 
truck thieves and for improvements in procedure to minimize the likelihood 


of loss. 


It has worked against legislation oppressive to trucking and for legisla- 
tion that would be beneficial. 


It has collected and distributed to its members data on trucking con- 
ditions, on streets, and at various freight terminals, 


In 1922, it initiated a uniform rate for loading trucks in the Port of New 
York and it is now working in conjunction with other civic bodies and rep- 


resentatives of carriers in an effort to renew the agreement with union 
loaders upon terms within reason. 


The increased wages of chauffeurs and teamsters mean that the oper- 


ating cost of all truckmen employing responsible labor has been mate- 
rially increased and that prices for trucking must be increased to meet the 


outlay. 


No price control is exercised by this Bureau beyond the attempt to 


educate its members as to what elements enter into trucking cost. 


No suggestion is offered to merchants who employ our members as to 


what this increase of trucking rate should be beyond stating the facts that 
make the increase necessary. 


What we do submit, is that without organized effort prices would be 


still higher and that the work of this Bureau has been, and will continue to 
be, for the improvement of local trucking conditions. 


The members of this Bureau contribute of their money and of their 


time. Their work benefits merchants as well as truckmen. 


Therefore, they 


are entitled to preference over those who fail to assume this responsibility 
and we recommend them as deserving of your best consideration.
